Elba’s Evergreen Cemetery receives $100,000 donation

The City of Elba owned, Ever-

green Perpetual Care Cemetery re- 
ceived a shot in the arm recently 
with the official notification that A. 
L. Ellis, of Tarpon Springs, FL, was 
donating $100,000 to the trust fund. 


This donation from Mr. Ellis will al- 
most double the principal amount of 
the trust fund. 

Committee members explained 
they get some donations throughout 
the year and a number of pcople 
have indicated they have named the 
fund to receive money from their es- 
tate upon their death. 

The idea of a perpetual care ce- 
mectery was the brainchild of the late 
Mrs. Gladys Dorsey. She began the 
fund with a $5,000 donation. Mrs. 
Dorsey dicd in 197i, The fund did 
not receive IRS tax exempt status 
until March 31, 1972, From that 
small beginning, the fund had grown 
to a balance of over $100,000 before 
the donation by Ellis. 

With the increase, the perpetual 
care fund is inching ever closer to 
having enough interest income to 
maintain and improve the cemetery 


in the manner the public would like 
to sce it maintained. Optional ex- 
pense items on the wish list for the 
committee arc opening additional 
land for burial plots and the possibil- 
ily of constructing a fence around 
both existing sections of the existing 
cemetery. 

The money will be given to the 
fund in increments of $20,000 over a 
five year period. 

Mr. Ellis, a retired 
ecutive, is a native of Elba and has 
several family members buried in 


the local cemetery. He informed the | 


cemetery committee of his action 
through copies of an Ellis Founda- 
lion resolution and a letter to com- 
mittee member and personal friend 
Jake Bonneau. 

The committee accepted the mon- 
ey with gratitude. Their only regret 
was that Mr, Ellis was traveling and 
couldn't be in Elba to personally ac- 
cept their thanks, 

The interest from the trust fund is 
the only money received by the com- 
mittee and is used to pay for mowing 
and other upkeep of the cemetery. 
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Elba City Council discusses payroll tax

The Elba City Council held a 
third meeting of the week on Thurs- 
day of last week. The city fathers 
spent the time discussing a need for 
additional funds and again made an 
offer to settle the Ricky Mularz fir- 
ing lawsuit. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood opened 
this latest meeting by asking the 
city’s bookkeeper Murry Hardwick 
to explain to council members the fi- 
nancial condition of the city, 

Hardwick gave council members 
a three month budget comparison, 
using the proposed budget the coun- 
cil was considering in early Oc- 
tober. 

The comparison included the 1¢ 
sales tax increase proposed by Hay- 
wood. However, this tax wasn’t im- 
posed and Haywood expressed con- 
cern for ability to carry out the 
duties required of the city, 

Hardwick said the three month 
comparison looked good, but this 
was helped largely by the extra in- 
fusion from the Water and Electric 
Board. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough voiced a proposal for im- 
posing a 1¢ city payroll tax, He not- 
ed this would get some people who 
work in Elba, used the streets, etc. 
and then take all their pay checks to 
other towns, 

Haywood appointed a committee 
to study the proposal and report back 
to the council. McCollough, Bill 
Brunson and John W. Sharpless 
were appointed to the committee.

The Elba City Schoo! Board held

In other business the board ap-

The council adjourned to an ex- 
ecutive session for the expressed 
purpose of discussing a possible set- 
tlement with former Recreation Di- 
rector Ricky Mularz. 

Following that executive session,

onded this motion and it passed with 
only Mayor Haywood voting no.

Juveniles arrested in burglaries

Colfee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
announced Monday that he will not 
be a candidate for re-election this 
year. He read from a prepared state- 
ment at the 2 p.m, press confernce in 
the sheriff’s office and then freely 
ficlded question from the press. 

He said that after four terms (15 
years) in the job he felt it was time 
to move on lo something else. He ex- 
plained that he wanted to spend 
more time with his family and also 
felt that at age 43, he was marketable 
for other positions that would give 
him this additional time with his 
family. 

Paul was first appointed to the of- 
fice in 1979 following the March Ist 
killing of then Sheriff Neil Grant- 
ham, At the time he was working in 
the District Attorney’s office. 

Financially he said he was qual- 
ified for a National Guard pension at 
age 60, was vested in the Sheriff's 
retirement fund, Paul said he was 
now ready to do something else 
which would be cqually rewarding 
to him both personally and financial- 
ly.

As of January 1, 1994, conviction 
for certain drug-related crimes car-

The sheriff did add that he felt it 
should be someone with three things 
including: a suong character and 
moral factor - someone who can be 
honest and stay clean; experienced - 
the person will have to instantly 
make tough management decisions, 
managing a budget exceeding a mil- 
lion dollars; the person elected must 
be willing to work to put in the time 
necessary to learn the managerial 
skills to get the job done, In addition 
to enforcing the law, deputies serve 
18,000 to 20,000 civil papers 
throughout the county each year, 

“Law enforcement has gotten 
more violent in the last five years, 
and who knows where it is going in 
the next five,” Paul said. He added 
that for most of his career he never 
owned a bullet proof vest, nor a ma- 
chine gun, Now he has them both, 

At least five county citizens have 
expressed intentions to qualify for 
the position, Official announcements 
have started and will continue within 
the next several weeks, Official qual- 
ifying begins in carly March,

Retired Military Not Getting Fair Treatment 


Last month, thousands of mili- 
lary retirees across Southeast Ala- 
bama received unwelcome news 
in their mailboxes, Letters from 
the Department of Defense noti- 
fied retired military that their 
1994 Cost-of-Living Adjustment 
(COLAs) would arrive three 
months late. To make matters 
worse, retirees were also told 
their survivor benefits premium 
was going up. Already, I have 
heard from quite a few of these 
retirees and they have a right to 
be angry. 

President Clinton has broken a 
sacred trust with our military re- 
lirees. The decision to target our 
retired military was made by the 
President and endorsed by the 
Democrat-controlled Congress. A 
provision of the Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1993 (Pres- 
ident Bill Clinton’s tax bill) sin- 
gled out federal and military retir- 
ees for the COLA delay. For the 
record, I personally opposed that 
action as well as the President’s 
budget. I also voted to restore 
these military retiree benefits in 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee. Unfortunately, the Demo- 
crats had a majority of the com- 
mittee votes and were able to pass 
the reduction in benefits over our 
heads. 

The Clinton budget’s treat- 
ment of retirees is unfortunate 
and out of step with its handling 
of other retirees’ benefits. An in- 
consistent provision of the Clin- 
ton budget delayed military CO- 
LAs longer than those of federal 
retirees. This was met by a fire- 
storm of criticism from military 
retirees, In response, I cospon- 
sored HR 3023, a House bill 
which climinates the inequity be- 
tween federal military COLAs 
and restores fair treatment to re- 
tired servicemen and women. 

In separate legislation to cut 
spending, I supported the Penny/ 


Kasich amendment which sought 
to reduce $90 billion in federal 
spending over five years, Unfortu- 
nately, many retired military have 
been misled into thinking that 
Penny/Kasich called for the com- 
plete abolition of all military retir- 
ce COLAs, This simply isn’t true, 
I only agreed to back Penny/ 
Kasich after language to eliminate 
military retiree COLAs were 
dropped from the amendment. 
Under the final version of the 
Penny/Kasich amendment, no one 
currently retired or employed by 
the military or federal government 
would have seen a change in their 
COLA. 

Military retirees have already 
felt the effects of the draw down, 
especially when it comes to health 
care at local base hospitals. Now 
there is even talk of restricting 
commissary privileges for retir- 
ees. As Congress and the Presi- 
dent continue to search for ways 
to slash the federal budget, I am 
concerned about the rapid pace at 
which our national defense is be- 
ing forced to scale down. We 
have gone beyond cutting the fat; 
we are now cutting into muscle. 
On the campaign trail, Bill Clin- 
ton called for $60 billion in de- 
fense cuts, now he’s advocating 
$127 billion in cuts and a reduc- 
lion in troop strength from 2.1 
million down to 1.4 million by 
1998, 

I fear that Congress may not 
fully appreciate the merits of a 
strong national defense since only 
13% of the House freshman class 
has actually served in the military. 
As onc of those 13%, I personally 
understand the sacrifices of our 
men and women in uniform and 
recognize their right to fair and 
equitable treatment in any budget 
reduction plan, Our military retir- 
ees deserve better and I shall con- 
linue to sce that their contribution 
to Our nation is not ignored,

His first child, Charlie Ben, had been 
born and he and his wife and child 
went to Montgomery where he went 
to Massey Business School. He re- 
turned to Elba and joined Fox Hen- 
derson of Troy, George Lindsey, and 
some more, to form the Planters 
Trading Company. They operated a 
private bank, store, furnishing busi- 
ness and horse and mule stable. This 
was across from the Methodist 
Church. Just what corner, I am not 
aware of. He sold his interest in 
1919 and joined the First National 
Bank of Elba in 1920 as senior offi- 
cer. He also had a mercantile and au- 
tomobile business. He built the 
house that is located on the southeast 
corner of Adkinson and Putman in 
1925. He and his family left Elba af- 
ter the flood of March 1929. They 
moved to Robertsdale, Alabama 
where he became President of the 
Central Baldwin Bank. He retired 
and he and his wife moved near 
Opp. He died at age 89. He and his 
wife rest in the Ellis Mausoleum in 
Evergreen Cemetery in Elba. 
Alpheous Lee Ellis finished high 
school in Elba at age 17, He attended 
school at A.P.I. (Auburn) and the 
University of Alabama. Al, as he 


likes to be called, still prides himself 


on haying the common touch, even 
though he is a self made man worth 
more than $500 million. 


he bought joint control of Sarasota 
State Bank. In 1946 he took control 
of First National Bank of Tarpon 
Springs. In 1951 he built his beauti- 
ful and liveable home there. He had 
81 banks in his Ellis Banking Corpo- 
ration when he merged with Nations 
Bank of Florida in 1984. In his mer- 
ger, he is now Senior Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of Nations 
Bank of Florida. He is furnished an 
automobile and a driver. This is for 
his lifetime. I can’t begin to list all 
of his memberships to boards of di- 
rectors. He still goes to his spacious 
office every day. His secretary has 
been with him a long time. 

Since Al has chosen Elba Ever- 
green Cemetery as the last resting 
place for him and his immediate 
family, | think it would be nice for 
him to erect a beauuful cemetery 
fence or perhaps archways over the 
entrances. He has a relative, Arthur 
Joe Grant, that is an architect and 
would know what and how it should 
be done. Of course, a plaque or 
plaques would be erected in memory 
of Helen Lansden Ellis or who ever 
he wanted to dedicate it to. 

Thanks Al, we are not being 
greedy, but we need all of the help 
we can get. We only get the interest 
from the trust fund and memorials, 
gifts, and sale of lots are what keep 
us able to maintain the place as it 
should be,

USDA Proposes 1994 
National Peanut Poundage 
Quota & Export Sales Price 


The U. S, Department of Agricul- 
ture’s announcement today of the 
proposed national peanut poundage 
quota for the 1994 marketing year 
could mean roughly a 9.5% reduc- 
tion in peanut quotas for Alabama 
producers according to Flora Eaddy, 
Peanut and Tobacco Specialist for 
the Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS). 

The proposed national quota for 
1994 is 1,350,000 short tons (2.7 bil- 
lion pounds), down 146,000. short 
tons, (292 million pounds) from the 
1993 level, The amount also pro- 
posed a minimum sales price of 
$400 per short ton for sales by 
USDA’s Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration of additional peanuts for ex- 
port edible use. 

“The proposed quota is the mini- 
mum permitted under law,” said 
Mrs, Eaddy.

Storing Pecans .

You can buy pecans at roadside 
stands or directly from the grower.

You don’t 
want moldy, dark or rancid kernels.

Here are some suggestions for 
storing and freezing pecans. To keep 
pecans at their best, protect them 
from air, moisture and high tempera- 
tures, Nuts in the shell keep their 
high quality longer than shelled nuts. 
Whole nuts become rancid less 
quickly than nuts in pieces. 

lf your are going lo store pecan 
nutmeat, use glass freezer jars, plas- 
lic cartons, reusable tin cans or odor- 
less, grease-proof, moisture-vapor- 
resistant plastic bags. 

To freeze shelled pecans, place 
the nuts in suitable containers, re- 
move all air possible and close ught- 
ly. Label each package with the 
name and date. You may want to add 
whether they are unbroken halves or 
broken pieces. Shelled pecans can be 
stored in the freezer at 0° F or below 
for up to 2 years. 

Shelled pecans can also be stored 
in Suitable containers in the refriger- 
ator for not longer than 9 months. 

If you want to store unshelled pe- 
cans, store them in a cool place (32 
to 38° F). The should keep fresh for 
about 6 months. 

Electric Heaters In Bathrooms 

With.,winter weather here, many 


people have brought out the electric 
heaters to help conserve on overall 
healing costs. 

Portable electric heaters should 
not be used in bathrooms or near 
other sources of water in the home. 
The availability of small, lightweight 
portable electric space heaters make 
it easier to heat rooms such as the 
bathroom. If electric heaters are used 
near water in the home, the appli- 
ance poses an electrocution hazard 
for all family members. 

Most electric heaters do not have 
protection against electrocution 
should the appliance come in contact 
with water. For this reason, electric 
heaters should not be used in bath- 
rooms. Ground fault circuit inter- 
rupters (GFCIs) can be installed in 
any wall outlet to protect against 
electrocution hazards and are partic- 
ularly desirable for outdoor outlets 
and in bathrooms, kitchens, base- 
ments and garages. 

A GFCI constantly monitors elec- 
tricity flowing through a circuit. If 
an electric appliance accidentally 
topples into a sink or tub, the GFCI 
will shut down the power in millisec- 
onds to protect the consumer against 
electrocution. Portable GFCI shock 
protectors can be plugged into out- 
lets when electrical products are 
used in and around the home.

A dry, pregnant,

cow nursing a calf needs at least 9% 
protcin and at least 57% energy to 
meet the needs of that young call 
and her own body.

Once 
the calf is alive, nursing, and walk 
ing around, the mother cow has two 
jobs. The first is to raise this call to 
be as heavy as it possibly can at the 
time the farmer chooses to sell it 
This will in turn increase overall net 
profit.

within the first couple of months al 
ter she calves, she must breed back 
and settle with the calf for the fol 
lowing year, To do this her body 
condition must be at a proper level. 
It has been determined through a 
great deal of research that the 
amount of energy in a feed and the 
hody condition of a cow affects her 
ability to breed back. This is even 
more important than the protein she 
receives. They are all important but 
if she is going to become pregnant 
again while she is nursing a calf, she 
needs to have an elevated body con- 
dition and be on the proper energy 
level within her feed. 

There are several feeds that can 
be fed free choice to a lactating 
brook cow which will more than 
meet her needs, Oats, or what some 
people call whole oats, can be fed 
free choice. They are usually 70% 
energy and 14% protein. Whole cot- 
tonseed has been shown to give no 
problems fed free choice. The theory 
is that there is so much fat in the 
whole cottonseed that the cows will 
only consume what they need. 
Whole cottonseed is 98% energy and 
25% protein, This should be fed 
along with a good quality hay. Win- 
ter grazing, of course, can be fed 
free choice and on the average rye, 
ryegrass, oats and other green winter 
grazing will be around 69% energy

Whole corn can be fed to lactat 
ing brood cows but not on a free 
hoice basis, This is a quick way lo 
founder a cow and even possibly kill 
one if corn is fed free choice. How 
ever, if you are short of winter graz 
ing and you have plenty of hay, you 
can feed cither good quality bahia or 
coastal hay on a free choice basis 
and limit feed lactating brood cows 
with 5 pounds of whole corn per 
head per day. A 1200 pound lactat 
ing brook cow consuming 31 pounds 
of good quality bahia or coastal hay 
along with 5 pounds of whole corn 
will have a ration of around 58% cn 
ergy and close to 10% protein. This 
should more than meet the needs of 
a lactating cow and elevate their en 
ergy level to keep them in good con 


dition 

For all th rations it is still a 
ood idea to feed a high mag salt in 
case you do eventually winter graze 
This can, of course, be fed free 
choice in either loose form or block 
form 

All of these methods should work 
in helping to maintain your brood 
cow. A final note and reminder con 
cerning feeding whole cottonseed, 
make sure that they also have plenty 
of good quality hay available, Also 
make sure that there are no side ef 
fects such as overeating. All indica 


tions are that whole cottonseed is 
high enough in fat that it will help to 
limit feed itself,
